JOHN R, COWELL 
"CALLED BY DEATH 


P j= 
WAS OLD CITIZEN OF RED DEER 


Within half an ‘hour after the 
legislature adjourned, ‘Saturday night, 
word was received that John R. 
Cowell, clerk of the assembly ‘since 
the formation of the «province, had 
‘pagsed away. ~ , 

The death of Mr. Cowell is regard- 
ed by all gresent and previous - 
est regret,:he -having never missed 
a session of the house until the pres- 
ent one, since the first one was held 
in 1905. Although not in good health, 
Mfr. Cowell was: on his way to look 
after the opening of - the 
‘there last Januany, when he was tak- 
en seriously ill en route and forced 
to return ‘to Victoria. Since that time 
he has put up a magnificent fight 


ever, some days ago he began to de- 
cline more rapidly and the end was 
expected at any time. The veteran 
clerk passed away while’ unconscious, 
having in this condition for several 
duys talked incessantly of the legis- 
lature with which he ‘had been asso- 
ciated for so many years. His wife 
and several members of the family 
were at the bédside at the énd. 


John Robert Cowell ‘was born March 
6, 1849, in the city of Liverpool, Eng- 
lind, and spent nearly fifty years in 
the Isle of Man, where he was educat- 
ed and entered into business. Before 
he was thirty years of age she was ap- 
pointed town councillor, and the fol- 
lowing year chairman of the 
missioners of the town of Ramsey. 
’ Shortly afterwards he ‘was elected a 
member of the House of Keys—the an- 
clent legislative body of the Island, 
which claims to be the oldest legis- 
lature in the world. He continued 
as a member of the legislature . for 
over twenty years, without a break, 
and was returned at three general 
‘elections. He entered the house as 


the youngest man in it‘and so prolong- |* 


ed was the period of service that-he 
saw all the members pass out of the 
louse, leaving himself tae father of 
the house, which position he occupied 
for about five years. He ‘worked dur- 
ing this period under four governors, 
beginning ‘with Lord Lock, Sir 
Spencer Walpole, Sir J.. Westridge- 
way. and Lord Penniker. 

When Mr. Cowell first came to _Al- 
berta he took up residence ‘in Red: 
Deer and purohased land on Mich: 
ener Hill, and built a nice residence 
there, which was afterwards purchas-. 
ed by Judge Lees. He firgt acted as 
an: auctioneer, and afterwards was: 


fore Mr. Galbraith purchased the 
plant. He was offered the position of 
clerk of (Alberta legislative assembly by 
A. C. Rutherford, in. the fall-of 1905, 
and entered:upon the duties and- was 
present atthe first sitting of the 
legislature on March :15,.1906, when 
he took the chair as iclerk of the 
house, and put the first motion ever 
submitted in that ‘House, \iz:: The 
election of the late C. W. Fisher, the 
first speaker. Has continued asclerk 
of: the house from that date to now. 
Has worked under four premiers, and 
hlas seen every member of the first 
legislatiye assemibly pass out, except- 
4ng~two—C. W. Cross. and ..J....R.. 
Boyle. - 

In 1915 he was directed by Premier 
Sifton' to prepare “rules, orders, and 
form of proceedings for the legislative 

ssemlbly of the province,” and pro- 
ceeded to do so, making: very . wide 
‘and minute inquiries into such ques- 
tions in connection with almost every 
legislative body in the British empire; 
which rules were adopted by the 
legislative assembly ion April 14, 1916, 
and a special vote of thanks passed 
to him of a highly compitimentary 
character for his work in editing the 
rules.

night. Contrary to promises that it 
relieved pufmonary trouble, it seemed 
to aggravate it, the returned emi- 
grants said. One’ man who went 
south for his ‘health has never risen 
from his ‘bed since his arrival.

CORRESPONDENGE 


April 9th, 1923. 
The Editor of The News, 
Red Deer, Alta. 
Dear Sir,— 

When ‘the Provincial Government 
finds itself in such financial straits 
that it cannot carry on without run- 
ning the country so far into debt that 
it may take years of sound adminis- 
tration to put our province to rights 
after the experimenters are’ through 
with it, it is not only the privilege 
but rather the duty of everyone who 
has the public weal at heart to offer 
what suggestions he can as to pos- 
sible remedies. At any rate, if jus- 
tilcation forso doing is required The 
News has furnished our cue in its 
last week’s suggestion that salaries 
of members and civil servants should 
all be docked. 

Personally, while not a believer in 
docking salaries of civil servants, the 
cutting of indemnities under present 
conditions might be justifiable did it 
not enure to the detriment of a few 
worthy men on the opposition side of 
the legislature. \ 

The paring of salaries, however, 
tends to inefficiency, and is the 
usual prelude to bankruptcy. So 
long, therefore, as we can avoid it, let 
us have none of it. There are far 
more effectual and scientific ways of 
keeping our provincial expenditures 
within our income than by sweeping 
reductions in salaries and indem- 
nities. 

To begin with, fet us take for ex- 
ample the administration of justice in 
the province. But,as a prelude to the 
subject, let us start by “parking” the 
“uplifter’ behind the church door 
where he rightfully belongs. “Up- 
lifting’ is not in itself intrinsically 
evil, but it can be accomplished suc- 
cessfully only through education and 
not by means of legislation. (More- 
over, to “uplifting” ‘by means of 
legislation is attributable the largest 
part of our financial difficulties as a 
province. 

The public scarcely 
number of petty “tin-pot,” 
“inspectors,” ‘“commisisoners,” 
vestigators” and “detectives,” really 
petty spies and “stool-pigeons,” the 
government is compelled to employ to 
carry out the Social Service League’s 
program of “uplifting,” that is 
throttling this province. And apart

“skunks,” “uplifting” is driving the 
people, who under proper conditions 
would be helping pay our taxes, to 
more congenial climes. Who in the 
world wants to live in a country 
where everything is “verboten?” Do 
you remember during the war what a 
supine people we all thought the 
Germans because they submitted to 
all their little pleasures being ‘‘ver- 
boten?” Yet they had their beer, 
while today in this province there is 
not the most trifling form of amuse- 
ment or pleasure that is not either in- 
terfered with by government regula- 


tion or entirely “verboten” Take 
our liquor laws, Sunday laws, theatre 
laws, restaurant laws, ‘i Miard-room 
laws, hotel Inws, ¢.me laws, our 
paternal, mate:aai und other infernal 


petty annoyance laws too numerous 
to mention, and figure out what a 
waste it all is, with the accompanying 
innumerable inspectors, commission- 
ers, investigators and detectives re- 
quired to carry them into effect, for 
it must be remembered that all these 
petty annoyance laws ‘have their 
respective quota of officials assigned 
to ‘their enforcement. Petty officials 
by scores are fattening at the pub- 
lig trough, and all to what end? To 
the end that taxpayers are being driv- 
en “helter-skelter” to foreign lands 
to seek British freedom and justice. 

For example, think of the absurd- 
ity of a law that prevents people from 
having their meals in privacy in 
restaurant. Yet it is the law that 
curtains on restaurant booths are 
“verboten,” and a man taking his wife 
to dinner at a restaurant is com- 
pelled, if she is anywise good-looking, 
and sometimes even if she’s not, to 
sumbit to her being “sized up” by 
“flashy” travellers, while he tries to 
masticate his tough beefsteak with- 
out even the friendly aid of a bottle 
of beer, or insteod of making so hope- 
less an effort, balances cold peas on 
his knife as he watches some dear, 
elderly, fat man who, with ardour un- 
abated after years of rebuffs, neglects 
his victuals to ogle a flapper. You 
agree with me that it is a silly law, 
but it is no more siNy than thousands 
of other “uplift’ laws with which we 
are cursed. 

I don’t know how many restaurant 
commissioners, inspectors, or “what- 
not” there are butting about’ the 
country at the public expense, but 
I'll wager (if it is safe to wager in a 
country where wagering Is ‘“verbot- 
en’) there are plenty of them. Mul- 
tiply their probable number by the 
number of “uplift’’ laws we have, and 
you will have a rough idea of what 
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“uplift” must cost the province. It is 
abvious that the laws on the statute 
books must be enforced, and it must 
be equally obvious that it costs mon- 
ey to enforce them. 

How many movie picture censors 
and petty officials are there, when the 
only proper censor is the public’s own 
sense of decency? 

Again think of the enormous cost 
to the country of carrying on the in- 
numerable petty police persecutions 
under our various “uplift” laws. 


We call it administering justice, 
but justice is ‘a thing practically un- 
known in this “enlightened” prov- 
ince. : 

The former Czar of all the Russians 
had nothing like the power for ill 
that is vested in the modern Alberta 
inspector, commissioner or other pet- 
ty “cockalorums.” If one of these 
gentlemen has a grudge against a 
man, he can pull him up on a charge 
of infraction of a different “uplift” 
law every day for 365 days in the 
year, for there are as many uplift 
laws as there are days in the year. 

Apart altogether from the degener- 
ating influence of such laws on the 
morals of the nation, which every 
sane thinking man recognizes, think 
of the tremendous cost of carrying 
them into effect. Thousands of dol- 
lars are thrown away on these petty 
persecutions in the worse than fruit- 
less attempt to make people good ‘by 
force. Magistrates’ fees, police trav- 
elling expenses, detectives’ expenses, 
witness fees, lawyers’ fees (not to be 
“sneezed” at), cost of paper, ink, 
postage, and red tape, not only are 
thrown away, but are used to drive 
taxpayers to foreign lands to seek 
the right to exist freed from the petty 
annoyances of “uplift.” You don't 
believe it? Well, just practice law a 
few years and you'll see that what I 
say is no exaggeration. 

The remedy for our ills, unfortu- 
nately, is not so easily applied as 
indicated by The News. Under pay 
breeds incompetence, graft, petty per- 
secution and annoyance. Abolition 
of “uplift,” a well paid and competent 
magistracy, well paid and competent 
crown prosecutors, and a well paid 
but emphatically competent police 
force will help eliminate a great deal 
of the waste, so far as the adminis- 
tration of justice is concerned, where 
cutting of sataries alone will only 
tend to more roguery on the part of 
our present officials. 

Take our “rotten” Justice of the 
Peace system—any system that pays 
by fees is a “rotten” system, and ours 
is particularly “rotten” for g$he reas- 
on, as Magistrate Lawrence pointed 
out, that in this province the justices 
have to convict in order to make any- 
thing out of the cases for themselves. 
With few exceptions our justices are 
hopelessly incompetent, and ‘be it 
known that their incompetence is 
costly to the” province. 

Thotisands of cases are sent up for 
trial that never should get beyond 
the preliminaries, and just think 
what those worse than fruitless abor- 
tive trials cost the province in wit- 
ness fees, jury fees, police travelling 
expenses, lawyers’ fees, stenog- 
raphers’ fees, heating and lighting of 
court houses, and other expenses too 
numerous to mention. Think of the 
tremendous waste due to the incom- 
petence of the magistracy, when one 
competent lawyer put on a respect- 
able salary as magistrate ‘in each 
judigial district could take all pre- 
liminary enquiries, as well as  sum- 
mary trials, and see that only proper 
cases are sent up for trial, saving 
thereby thousands of dollars now 
being wasted in fruitless prosecutions 
that are more and more tending to 
make the administration of justice a 
laughing stock. 

And what a travesty on justice it 
is that Crown Prosecutors should be 
paid by the case. It is to ‘the 
Crown Prosesutor's interest to make 
cases if he can out of charges and 
complaints, good, ‘bad or indifferent. 
Then, too, his fees per case are so 
small that no self-respecting lawyer 
will ‘take th» job, so that again by 
under and i:nproper methods of pay- 
ing we get incompetence and the ten- 
dency to petty persecution. And so 
one could go on through the whole 
administration of justice and show 
that the remedy for our financial ills, 
so far as that branch of our adminis- 
tration is concerned, does not lie, as 
Tht News suggests, in paring salaries 
and fees, but rather in the abolition 
of uplift from our statutes and the 
scientific reorganization of the 
whole system by the appointmen: of 
fewer, better and more scientifically 
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paid and competent officials, who will 
have no inducement to ‘keep their 
weather eyes open to make a nickle 
at the cost of the government and by 
questionable means. 

What applies to the administration 
of justice, I presume (without any 
definite knowledge) applies as well 
but in a more or less degree and in 
different respects to the other various 
departments of government. 

The remedy The ‘News suggests, 
well intentioned though it undoubtedly 
is, would nevertheless prove as un- 
availing as Premier Greenfield’s an- 
nounced program of hiring an expen- 
sive financial wizard to tell the gov- 
ernment what it ought to know about 
its own ‘book-keeping, which obvious- 
ly will help the aforesaid financial 
wizard tremendously. 

Our difficulty primarily lies in the 
fact that we send men to our legis- 
lature as members. ‘because they have 
smoothe tongues, ‘big voices, hand- 
some figures, or because they are far- 
mers, qualifications with which no 
one would quarrel, provided they had 
brains. ntil we take the latter 
element into consideration we are 
likely to continue to ave our 
troubles with us.
